Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  1958. 

During  1958  the  population  of  the  town  increased 
by  280,  the  number  estimated  to  be  living  in  Marlow  in 
mid.  1958  was  7,430*  As  there  was  an  excess  of  73 
births  over  deaths  the  remainder  of  the  difference,  207 9 
must  have  been  due  to  inward  migration* 

During  the  year  there  were  148  births  giving  a  birth 
rate  of  19*90  compared  with  the  National  figure  16*40. 
This  was  an  increase  of  19  in  the  number  of  births  on  the 
previous  years  figure* 

75  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  -  5  more  than  in 
the  previous  year*  Of  this  total  no  fewer  than  50 
were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation* 

12  deaths  were  due  t  o  cancer  and  included  in  this 
were  4  from  lung  cancer*  The  total  is  about  average 
for  the  last  7  years. 

The  most  satisfactory  feature  or  che  vital  statis¬ 
tics  is  the  fact  that  not  a  single  d eath  occurred  in  an 
infant  under  1  year  of  age*  It  is  not  often  that  this 
happens  even  where  the  number  of  births  is  comparatively 
small  and  one  must  not  expect  this  to  happen  every  year. 

There  was  a  complete  absence  of  notification  of 
infectious  diseases  other  than  of  measles  and  tuber¬ 
culosis  of  which  there  were  11  and  3  respectively* 

In  September  1958  facilities  for  vaccination 
against  poliomyelitis  were  made  available  for  all  young 
people  born  1933  and  later*  The  response  of  the 
young  adults  was  very  poor  and  was  only  a  fraction  of 
that  of  the  younger  children*  This  was  unfortunate 
because  at  the  time  ample  supplies  of  vaccine  were 
available.

No  fewer  than  165  primary  vaccinations  against 
smallpox  were  done  in  the  town  -  an  increase  ©f  more 
than  100  on  the  figure  for  1956  before  facilities  for 
having  this  were  made  available  at  the  Marlow  Health 
Centre* 

On  the  whole  1958  was  a  healthy  year-  that  is 
evident  by  the  almost  total  absence  ©f  infectious  disease 
and  by  the  nil  infantile  mortality  rate. 

In  conclusion  my  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Jackson  and 
his  staff  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year.

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•IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA,  WHOOPING  COUGH 

AND  TETANUS 

Most  immunisations  are  done  at  the  Welfare  Clinics 
although  some  parents  have  their  children  immunised  by 
their  own  doctor*  At  the  clinic  the  injections  for 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  are  given  separately* 

During  1958  76  children  were  immunised  against 
diphtheria  and  125  against  whooping  cough.  26  children 
were  given  the  combined  vaccine*  2  children  were 
immunised  against  tetanus. 


VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX 

There  was  again  a  steep  rise  in  the  number  of 
children  vaccinated.

I  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1958$,  for 
inclusion  with  that  @f  the  Medical  Officer  af  Health. 

It  should  be  stressed  again  this  year  that  it  is 
difficult  t©  maintain  efficient  routine  administration 
such  as  the  care  @f  ©pen  spaces,  grass  verges  and  all 
other  Council  property  with  the  general  shortage  ©f  skilled 
and  unskilled  labour.  The  maintenance  ©f  an  efficient 
refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  is  not  possible 
without  increased  labour  and  plant.  When  sufficient 
labour  is  from  time  t©  time  recruited,  an  immediate  re¬ 
action  is  observed  from  the  consequent  increased  cost  of 
that  particular  work.  It  seems  that  sufficient  and 
suitable  labour  is  impossible  t©  obtain,  but  when  it  is* 
it  cannot  be  paid  for. 

I  take  this  opportunity  ®f  thanking  all  members  f©r 
their  advice  and  guidance  ©n  many  matters,  and  in:  parti¬ 
cular  for  their  continued  attack  on  slum  clearance.

The  table  on  page  seventeen  represents  the  amount 
of  cattle  and  meat  inspected  during  the  year  and  it  is 
important  that  Members  should  be  aware  of  the  difference 
between  the  two  words  in  that  cattle  obviously  refers 
to  the  animal  alive,  whose  movements  a nd  condition  must 
be  observed  if  efficient  meat  inspection  decisions  are 
to  be  carried  out*  It  should  be  noted  that  there  is 
some  decrease  of  cattle,  including  cows,  which  pass 
through  the  slaughterhouse  and  the  hands  of  your  meat 
inspectors,  but  the  number  ©f  pigs  remain  almost  constant. 

No  particular  comments  are  made  in  connection  with 
the  reasons  for  condemnation P  but  it  should  be  noted  that 
I  am  assisted  in  that  work  by  the  co-operation  of  the 
owner  and  employees  of  the  Slaughterhouse  and  the  manner 
in  which  the  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector  has 
carried  out  his  duties  in  that  connection.

Routine  inspections  have  been  regularly  made  to 
three  milk  distributors  in  the  district,,  and  a  continuance

During  tine  year  13  old  persons*  bungalows  were 
completed  in  the  Seymour  Court  Road  area  and  I  am 
glad  to  report  that  although  the  land  upon  which 
these  units  were  constructed  had  been  hitherto  re¬ 
garded  as  unsuitable  ©wing  to  having  been  used  as 
an  uncontrolled  refuse  tip^  the  special  founda¬ 
tions  designed  appear  to  be  satisfactory 9  with  the 
result  that  7  units  of  accommodation  are  available 
on  re-claimed  land*

The  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  in  connection 
with  Clearance  area  No*  3  has  been c  onfirmed,  which 
includes  12  dwelling  houses 9  and  the  intention  is  t© 
rehouse  the  families  from  this  area  on  the  site  ©f 
Clearance  Area  No*  2  which  is  approximately  one 
acre 9  and  which  houses  forty  families* 

The  land  purchased  for  rehousing  during  the 
year  did  not  become  available  for  survey  until  the 
end  of  the  year  and9  although  the  formation  of 
the  land  is  not  that  which  may  be  easily  developed*
